The eradication of tuberculosis, 
an object which is possibly going 
to be accomplished within the gen­ 
eration of young people now alive, 
will be accomphshed by identifying 
every person who has the disease: 
it is the prime idea of experts that 
when one case of tuberculosis is 
discovered, the household in which 
it was discovered must be exam­ 
ined in order to see whether any 
other person there has the disease, 
because we know that at present 
the most prolific means of spread 
of tuberculosis is by contact from 
person to person. 
Little Known Discase 
Consider how little our grand­ 
fathers knew about the spread of 
this disease. In the eighteenth cen­ 
tury, Portal, professor of medicine 
$ ------------------------------------------------------------------ 


at the College of France, said: “In 
the Journal of Paris it was report­ 
ed in the year 1780 that a young 
man 20 years old had contracted 
tuberculosis by using the belong­ 
ings and especially a fur coat of 
his father who had died of tuber­ 
culosis. Would it not be more nat­ 
ural, instead of this, to think that 
the child had Inherited the disease 
from which his father had died, a 
disease which also had carried off 
four of his uncles and that he had 
died of hereditary 
tuberculosis? 
And yet this observation, which 
furnishes so slight a proof that tu­ 
berculosis is contagious, has been 
cited in favor of this opinion. 
One 
undoubtedly 
would 
reduce many 
observations of this kind to their 
proper value if one would subject 
them to a thoughtful and impartial 
investigation.** 
Thus 
wrote 
a 
thoughtful and learned professor 
of medicine. Death spared him the 
fate 
of 
facing 
Villemen’s 
and 
Koch’s works, which proved beyond 
the question of a doubt the con­ 
tagiousness of tuberculosis. 
Villemen 
was 
the 
man 
who 
proved in a m ilitary hospital in 
Paris 
that 
tuberculosis 
spread 
from one infected soldier to an­ 
other. The tragedy of tuberculosis 
is that it is spread from those who 
are closest and 
dearest. 
Every 
worker in tuberculosis can cite the 
case of one 
lover infecting the 
other. 
There is perhaps no more 
common method of disseminating 
the infection, and here the old say­ 
ing that love is blind is tragically 
true. 
Opie cites the work on m ari­ 
tal tuberculosis carried out at the 
University of Pennsylvania, which 
shows that if one partner of a 
m arriage has active tuberculosis, 
the other will show definite evi­ 
dence of the disease in 50 per cent 
of the cases.

A considerable delay followed 
Yarnell’* demand that the tug 
be returned to its wharf.

Some observers believed the de­ 
lay was caused by difficulty in ob­ 
taining the foreign flags. 
It was understood that YarneH’s 
protest used strong terms and re­ 
s ta te d Gauss’ insistence that the 
American flag must not be low­ 
ered from “any” property without 
consulting the United States con­ 
sulate.

whereupon the Japanese boarded 
the Haitung and forced its re­ 
moval. 
Then they boarded the 
Felting. 
“Both vessels were flying 
the 
American flag. 
“I approached the Japanese and 
attempted to dissuade them. How­ 
ever, they ignored me as the Jap­ 
anese pulled down the sign of 
ownership and threw it at a Felt­ 
ing crew man who fled to the 
Haitung. 
“Then they lowered the United 
States flag and, either intentional­ 
ly or accidentally, threw it into 
the Whangpoo. 
They made no at­ 
tempt to recover it. 
“Then they hoisted the Japanese 
flag and sailed off after saying 
that they would return soon for 
the Haitung.” 
A Japanese 
naval 
spokesman 
admitted that the tugs were re­ 
turned to the wharf flying Ameri­ 
can and Italian flags but declared 
that “the question of ownership 
remains open.”
